HISTORY 


Freemasonry  in  Pennsylvania  goes  back  to  about  the  year 
1700  when  in  Philadelphia  Freemasonry  really  started  in  the  new 
world.  There  were  a number  of  Lodges  in  Philadelphia  of  which 
St.  John’s  Lodge  was  perhaps  the  oldest  and  certainly  the  most 
influential.  It  was  in  St.  John’s  Lodge  that  Benjamin  Franklin 
received  his  First  Degree  in  Masonry  in  February  of  1731.  There 
is  no  definite  record  of  when  Franklin  received  his  higher  degrees 
but  there  is  a record  of  his  having  paid  the  balance  of  his  initiation 
fee.  There  is  a record  that  on  June  24,  1732  Franklin  was  ap- 
pointed Junior  Grand  Warden,  and  that  on  June  24,  1734  he  was 
chosen  Grand  Master,  thus  becoming  the  fourth  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  in  Pennsylvania. 

There  is  documentary  evidence  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Library 
in  Philadelphia  that  a Grand  Lodge  existed  in  Pennsylvania  as 
early  as  1727.  Our  first  record  of  a Grand  Master  was  on  June  5, 
1730,  when  Col.  Daniel  Coxe  was  appointed  Provincial  Grand 
Master  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania.  William 
Allen,  the  second  Grand  Master,  served  in  1732.  Humphrey 
Murray,  the  third  Grand  Master,  served  in  1733  and  Benjamin 
Franklin,  the  fourth  Grand  Master,  in  1734. 

All  Masonry  at  this  time  was  “Modern”  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Moderns  continued  in  existence  until  1775.  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  “Ancients”  came  into  being  in  1761,  warranted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England.  The  “Moderns”  had  always  been  an  inde- 
pendent organization.  The  “Ancients”  gradually  absorbed  the 
“Moderns”  and  from  this  we  have  Pennsylvania’s  “Ancient  York 
Masons.”  From  1761  to  1775  the  two  Grand  Lodges  were  both 
in  existence.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  York  Masonry  con- 
tinued to  exist  under  the  Warrant  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  until  1786.  In  that  year  it  became  independent  and  has, 
of  course,  been  so  ever  since. 

By  this  time  Masonry  was  spreading  westward  from  Phila- 
delphia and  Lodges  were  constituted  in  Pittsburgh,  Brownsville, 
Kittanning,  Johnstown  and  many  other  places.  To  understand  the 
development  of  Masonry  in  Indiana  county  we  check  briefly  the 
origin  of  the  county. 


Indiana  County  was  created  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature 
passed  on  March  30,  1803,  an  act  to  erect  certain  parts  of  West- 
moreland and  Lycoming  Counties  into  a separate  county.  The 
town  of  Indiana  was  laid  out  in  1805  and  was  incorporated  on 
March  11,  1816. 

There  were  Masons  in  the  town  of  Indiana  prior  to  1858.  We 
have  no  record  of  the  Lodges  to  which  they  belonged.  Roads  were 
few  and  travel  was  difficult.  The  records  of  Indiana  County  show 
that  in  1807  it  was  confirmed  that  roads  existed  from  “Roger’s 
mill  to  Indiana,  Clark’s  mill  to  Indiana,  Indiana  to  intersect  at 
McFarland’s  mill.”  It  is  readily  understandable  why  the  Masons 
living  in  Indiana  would  want  to  have  a Lodge  where  they  could 
attend  more  easily. 

Indiana  Lodge  No.  313  was  constituted  on  April  7,  1858.  The 
charter  is  dated  January  11,  1858.  It  took  three  months  after  the 
approval  of  the  charter  before  the  Lodge  was  constituted.  This 
was  apparently  due  to  weather  and  road  conditions.  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  Robert  E.  Brown  lived  in  Kittanning  and 
must  have  been  a member  of  Kittanning  Lodge  No.  244.  By  April 
7 District  Deputy  Brown  was  able  to  get  from  Kittanning  to  In- 
diana.

John  K.  Mitchell,  R.  W.  Grand  Master 
Henry  M.  Phillips,  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master 
John  Thompson,  R.  W.  Senior  Grand  Warden 
David  C.  Skerret,  R.  W.  Junior  Grand  Warden 
Peter  Williamson,  R.  W.  Grand  Treasurer,  and 
William  A.  Adams,  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary. 


The  minutes  of  the  First  meeting  of  Indiana  Lodge  follow: 

Indiana,  Pa.,  April  7,  1858. 

By  virtue  of  a warrant  granted  “by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
most  Ancient  and  Honorable  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Masonic  Jurisdiction  thereunto  belonging”  on 
petition  of  the  requisite  number  of  Master  Masons,  Right 
Worshipful  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  Robert  E.  Brown,  act- 
ing as  Grand  Master,  assisted  by  Brother  James  Stewart  of  Kit- 
tanning Lodge  No.  244,  acting  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Brother 
Crowan  of  Kittanning  Lodge  No.  244,  acting  as  Senior  Grand 


Warden,  Brother  George  Crawford  of  Kittanning  Lodge  No.  244, 
acting  as  Junior  Grand  Warden,  Brother  George  Engleboch  of 
Cambria  Lodge  No.  278,  Johnstown,  acting  as  Grand  Treasurer, 
Brother  Joseph  Clarke  of  Kittanning  Lodge  No.  244,  acting  as 
Grand  Secretary,  duly  constituted  Brothers:  Robert  Crawford, 
James  Solan,  James  G.  Caldwell,  James  Johnston,  John  Eason, 
Harry  White,  James  Bailey,  Wm.  B.  Marshall,  Robert  Walkin- 
shaw,  Charles  Swoyer,  Thomas  St.  Clair,  William  Reed,  William 
Crawford,  and  George  W.  Sedgwick,  into  a Lodge  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Ancient  York  Masons  agreeably  to  the  ancient  usages 
and  customs  of  the  Craft,  in  a Lodge  Room  in  Indiana  selected 
for  that  purpose,  with  Brother  Harry  White  as  Worshipful 
Master;  Wm.  B.  Marshall  as  Senior  Warden;  Robert  Crawford  as 
Junior  Warden;  George  W.  Sedgwick  as  Secretary;  James  Bailey 
as  Treasurer;  who  at  the  same  time  were  regularly  installed  and 
invested  in  their  respective  offices. 

Previous  to  the  constitution  of  the  said  Lodge  and  the  instal- 
lation of  its  officers,  Brothers  Wm.  B.  Marshall,  Harry  White, 
John  Eason,  Robert  Crawford,  James  Sloan,  William  Reed, 
Charles  Swoyer,  Thomas  St.  Clair,  George  W.  Sedgwick,  and 
Robert  Walkinshaw,  in  a Lodge  of  Master  Masons  in  the  presence 
of  Past  Masters,  received  the  Degree  of  Past  Master.  Brother  R. 
E.  Brown  acting  as  Master  in  conferring  this  Degree;  a Dispensa- 
tion having  been  granted  by  Brother  R.  E.  Brown,  District  De- 
puty Grand  Master  for  this  District.” 

You  will  note  that  it  states  in  these  minutes  that  the  consti- 
tution of  Indiana  Lodge  No.  313  took  place  in  a Lodge  Room  in 
Indiana  selected  for  that  purpose.  There  is  nothing  in  the  minutes 
to  give  us  any  light  on  where  this  room  was.  The  minutes  of  the 
following  meetings  simply  state  ‘'Masonic  Temple”  but  do  not 
state  where  it  was.  The  following  year,  1859,  there  is  a record 
of  rent  having  been  paid  to  the  Temple  of  Honor.  We  do 
know  that  there  was  in  existence  in  Indiana  a Lodge  of  “Knights 
of  Honor”  to  which  many  of  the  Masons  belonged.  They  must 
have  had  a Lodge  Hall  or  meeting  place,  and,  it  seems  proper  to 
suppose  that  the  new  Masonic  Lodge  met  in  these  rooms,  not  only 
for  the  constitution  of  the  Lodge,  but  for  some  years  thereafter. 


From  1869  to  1882  the  records  show  that  the  rent  was  paid  to 
one  George  Bodenhamer.  There  is  no  record  as  to  what  organi- 
zation he  belonged  or  where  or  what  the  hall  might  have  been. 


On  February  14,  1888,  the  rent  was  paid  to  the  Odd  Fellows. 
So  it  is  apparent  that  the  Lodge  met  in  Odd  Fellows  Hall  from 
1888  to  1903. 

On  January  1,  1903  one  hundred  fifty  dollars  was  paid  to  the 
Deposit  Bank  for  rent  for  one  year.  Whether  this  was  in  advance 
or  in  arrears  does  not  state.  We  know  that  the  Lodge  met  in  the 
third  floor  rooms  of  the  Deposit  Bank  building  for  many  years,  in 
fact,  up  until  the  Lodge  moved  from  that  place  to  the  Community 
Center  Building  in  1934  where  it  has  continuously  met  since  that 
time. 

The  present  Lodge  rooms  are  shared  with  Benjamin  Franklin 
Lodge  No.  753  and  with  William  S.  Daugherty  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  No.  313.  The  39th  District  School  of  Instruction  meets  in 
these  rooms  as  well  as  Indiana  Chapter,  Order  of  DeMolay. 

Last  year  the  three  bodies  mentioned  above  did  an  outstand- 
ing job  of  redecorating  and  refurnishing  the  rooms.  The  Lodge 
room,  social  rooms,  dining  room  and  kitchen  were  painted 
throughout.  New  carpet  was  laid  in  the  Lodge  Hall  and  new 
seats  were  installed.  All  this  work  was  done  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  Board  of  Trustees  under  the  capable  leadership  of  the 
president  of  the  board,  Dr.  John  E.  Davis,  Past  Master  of  Ben- 
jamin Franklin  Lodge  No.  753. 

The  Masons  of  the  Indiana  area  work  together  with  perfect 
harmony,  regardless  of  the  particular  body  to  which  they  belong. 
It  is  difficult  to  know  at  times  to  which  Blue  Lodge  certain  of  the 
brethren  belong.  They  attend  meetings  of  both  Lodges  and  help 
in  the  instruction  of  work  and  of  candidates. 

The  names  of  the  men  who  have  served  Indiana  Lodge  No. 
313  as  Worshipful  Master  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  program. 
They  came  from  all  walks  of  life.  Many  of  them  distinguished 
themselves  in  their  regular  professions  as  well  as  in  Freemasonry. 
There  have  been  merchants,  traders,  doctors,  lawyers,  judges  and 
many  other  professions  represented.  This  short  history  of  the 
Lodge  does  not  permit  an  individual  history  of  each  of  these  men. 
Harry  White  was  the  first  Master.  He  was  known  both  as  General 
and  as  Judge,  having  served  in  both  capacities. 

In  1881  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master  Samuel  B.  Dick  ap- 
pointed Past  Master  Irvin  McFarland  as  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master.  He  served  in  this  capacity  for  eighteen  years.  In  1889 


Grand  Master  Henry  W.  Phillips  appointed  Past  Master  William 
S.  Daugherty  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  he  served  for 
twenty-four  years.  In  1923  Grand  Master  Abraham  M.  Beitler 
appointed  Past  Master  Frank  L.  Neff  as  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  and  Brother  Neff  served  for  twenty-seven  years.  He  is 
now  a Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  still  active  in  the 
work  of  Masonry.  In  1950  Grand  Master  William  E.  Yeager  ap- 
pointed Past  Master  Hugh  M.  Bell  as  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  and  Brother  Bell  is  still  serving  in  that  capacity.  Some 
years  ago  the  Office  of  Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  was 
created,  the  requirements  being  that  a Deputy  serve  for  ten  years 
as  such.  It  is  now  the  custom  that  a Deputy  Grand  Master  serve 
ten  years  only.  Thus  Indiana  Lodge  has  been  honored  by  having 
the  direct  representative  of  the  Grand  Master  as  a member  of 
this  Lodge  for  a period  of  over  seventy-six  years. 

There  have  been  six  members  of  Indiana  Lodge  No.  313  who 
have  been  honored  by  receiving  the  Honorary  33rd  Degree  from 
the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction. 
Three  have  gone  to  meet  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe. 
They  are  Illustrious  Brother  Jonathan  N.  Langham,  Illustrious 
Brother  John  S.  Fisher,  and  Illustrious  Brother  Thomas  Shaeffer. 
Three  are  living,  namely:  Illustrious  Brother  Harry  A.  Borland, 
Illustrious  Brother  John  E.  Steele,  and  Illustrious  Brother  W. 
Ward  Eicher. 

Having  accepted  the  heritage  that  is  ours  we  look  back  briefly 
over  a period  of  one  hundred  years  of  Masonry  in  Indiana.  With 
an  about-face  we  look  forward  to  the  future,  resolved  that  the 
labors  of  our  illustrious  predecessors  shall  not  have  been  in  vain, 
that  we  shall  ever  press  onward  and  upward  to  a complete  reali- 
zation of  “The  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man.”
